Eden as early аз the time of the Buddha, Hinduism was already 
vitiated by the hierarchy (stratification) of the caste system. 
Orthodox Hindus felt that God would be defiled by the prayers 
offered by people belonging to the so-called lower castes апа 
denied them the right to enter temples. 

The caste system is still a blot on Hindu society despite the 
relentless campaigns carried on against it by enlightened social 
reformers and thinkers through the ages. 

In the two tales recounted here, we have God Himeslf in the 
role of reformer, acknowledeing the devotion of two lowly 
devotees, Tiruppan and Kanakadasa. The Lord's grace elevated 
both of them. 

According to modern scholers, Tiruppan, the last of the twelve 
Alvars (Vaishnava saints), lived in Tamil Nadu in the 9th century; 
and Kanakadasa, in Karnataka, in the 16th century. Only ten 
Tamil verses of Tiruppan have come down to us. Theugh Kana- 
kadasa is better known for his devotional songs in Kannada, he 
is also the author of three Kavyas (long poems) on the lives of 
Krishna, Rama and Nala, and of a philosophical work, Hari Bhakti 
Sara. All four works were composed in Kannada.
